the offices of Attorney Walter J. Miller, 92 
la Balle street. 

Attorney Miller and the law firm of Church, 
McMurdy & Sherman, 100 Washington street, 
received instructions by formal vote of the 
committee to start! mandamus proceedings 
against the méyor in either the Circuit or the 
Superior court. 

The Rev. A. Lincoln Shute. pastor of Wes- 
ley Methodist Episcopal church, chairman 
of the league, and Attorney Miller, secre- 
tary of the committee, expressed the belief 
that the refusal of the Supreme court to 
mandamus the mayor a year ‘ago resulted 
from the fact that the court objected to 
exercising original jurisdiction in the case. 


Mandamus Plan Is Favored. 

The members of the committee at the meet- 
ing were: The Rev. W. A. » Pastor 
of First Cofigregational church, chairman; 
Attorney Walter J. Miller, secretary; the 
Rev. A. Lincoln Shute, Attorney Henry 8.

The président’s special message on the sub- 
ject of the canal is expected to be eloquent, 
but these photographs will be even more so. 
One large view will show the greet reservoir 
that supplies water to Colon, which Poultaey 
Bigelow declared did not exist. In this pho- 
tograph the reservoir is full of water to 
overfiowing, and on one edge of it stands 
the president, Chairman Shonts, Engineer 
Stevens, and other members of the commis- 
sion. 

Passing to Culebra—See Picture. 

Some people may say Culebra has not been 
dug out, but the president will say that he 
found it was, and he will back his statement 
up with photographs showing the deep exca- 
vation. Maybe the work was being done 
slowly, as some critics declared but it is no 
more a foke to say that the dirt fairly few 
while the president was there, for the pho- 
tographer has records proving thet it did.

Dunne Grasps His Opportunity. 
Mayor Dunne seized the occasion todefend 
the record of his administration.

Lewis Takes Shot at Mayor. 
As the mayor. wound up Mr. Lewis, the 
toaétmaster, made himself solid with the 
audience by. voicing the general suspicion 
that the mayor was making a bit of political 
capital out of the occasion. 
“J didn’t know,’ said Mr. Lewis, in his 
most unctuous manner, “ until I had heard, 
just now, my distinguished chief accepting 
the nomination for mu&yor for a second time. 
[Laughter.} I didn't know, I say, that the 
office of corporation counsel, which I hold, 
had been making such a brilliant record."’ 
The rest of the program was “ safe and 
sane,’ except, possibly, Mr. Lewis’ tribute to 
King Edward VII. as ** the most democratic 
monarch that ever lived,” and the warm 
tribute paid to John D. Rockefeller by Sir 
James Grant, K. C. M. G., of Canada.

Sir James spoke at some length on the need

Maj. Gen. Greely wes given an enthusies 
tic reception. He spoke briefly, describing 
the relief work of the army during the 
"Frisco earthquake. ’ 

E. G. Cooley Speaks. 

When Supt. Cooley arose to talk he was 
roundly cheered as “‘ Chicago's schoolmas- 
ter.”’ When at last he could make himself 
heard he said that as the schoolmaster he 
was endeavoring to instill some of the ideas 
of honesty and Hberty, so much loved by 
the Scotchman, into the minds of the youth 
of Chicago. -

BOY SMOTHERED TO DEATH 
IN CAVE HE HELPED To DIG. 


Son of Pastor, Bantered by Play- 
mates, Squeezes Into Hole, When 
Earth Gives Way, Burying Him. 


Unwilling to be “stumped” by his two 
playmates, 8 year old Ivan Burhans 
squeeged hiniself yesterday afternoon into 
the narrow entrance to a cave which the 
boys had dug in a vacant lot on South Park 
avenue, near Fifty-fourth street,and dropped 
into the hole. 

Helf an hour later the boy's father, the 
Rev. Frank D. Burhans, pastor of the 
Washington Park Congregational church, 
found the boy's dead body under five feet of 
sandy earth. The child had been literally 
buried alive. 

With Alfred Loeser, 5413 Calumet avenue, 
and Kenneth Headman, 5405 Calumet ave- 
nue, Ivan had been spending his Saturday 
afternoon playing about the cave and put- 
ting the finishing touches on its construc- 
tion. Shortly after 4 o'clock the boys 
“dared” each other to crawl into the cave 
and remain for a certain length of time. 

Ivan went down first. His companions 
stepped to the edge of the hole to see that he 
went “clear in,”’ and without an instant’'s 
warning the whole mass of earth covering 
the cave gave way, obliterating the entrance 
and leaving only a depressed area to show 
where the cave had been. 

The boys shouted to their companion and 
began to dig frantically in the earth. but 
eould find no trace of the boy. Then, dis- 
tracted by terror, they wandered aimlessly 
about the neighborhood for half an hour, 
not daring to tell any one of the accident. 
Finally they went to the Burhans residence

Mr. Burhans hurried to the lot and began 
to dig about the cave. For a time he could 
find no trace of the boy; then one little shoe 
was uncovered and the body drawn out. 

Carrying the child in his arms, Mr. Burhans 
went to the residence of A. J. Jones, 5428 
South Park avenue, and hurriedly summoned 
seven physicians from various parts of the 
neighborhood. All efforts to resuscitate the 
boy, however, failed. The tons of earth and 
send had smothered him, while his play- 
mates were wandering about in their terror.

PRICE OF “PROTECTION.” 
Witness Tells Jury of Payment 
of $300 Each to Leaders 
to Order “*Tieup.” 


“Al” Young, first assistant to “ Czar” 
Shea in thé teamsters’ strike, made good in 
part yesterday in his promise to reveal the 
“inside *’ story of the machinations 
which paralyzed the business of Chicago 
elghteen months ego. 

oung did not tell all he knew. A 
story of “ graft’’ than has yet is 
in the possession of the state’s attorney’s 
office, waiting for the proper time to be 
sprung. Young threatens to tell it when the 
time comes. ; | 

It will deal with the attempt of Shea and 
two or three friends to” hold up "' a certain 
prominent business firm for $10,000 for strike 
protection. The incident was touched on a 
year ago in the grand jury investigations, 
but with Young as a witness it is said the 
state now is prepared to provethe assertions 
made then, 

Division of $1,600 “Graft.” 

In his first “installment of testimony 
Young pictured Shea as a cheap “grafter” ; 
he told of the division of $1,500 among Shea 
and four other leaders in the Stock Exchange 
saloon, at Washington and La Salle street. 
Of this amount he asserted Shea got a paltry 
$300. The sum, however, wag. sufficient, 
Young said, to cause Shea to order a strike 
against Montgomery Ward & Co., ostensibly 
in “ sympathy ‘’ with the garment workers. 

He told how Shea had “chuckled” when his 
share of the money, amounting to $300, was 
placed in his hands, how he had “ felt so 
good "’ over the deal that he gave $20 of the 
sum back to Robert Noren, agent for the 
Garment Workers’ union, who engineered 
the transaction, and suggested that each of 
the other four officiale do the same. 

Shea Hstened sheepishly to the narration 
of the incident by his former friend and asso- 
elate. Sitting far back in his chair, pPalt 
tilted against a pillar in the courtroom, he 
made-a yain effort to force a sneering smile. 
The smile faded Into a leer and gradually 
into a blank expression, which sbetokened 
that the chief of the tegmsters reglized the 
damaging facts that were being unfolded to 
the jury. 

When the court adjourned at 12:30 o'clock 
and Young stepped down frém the stand, 
Shea heaved a sigh of evident relief. He got 
up, stretched his arms, and asked for a cigar. 
Shortly afterward he left the Criminal Court 
building in company with his attorneys. 


Young’s Testimony in Detail. 


Young took the stand as soon as court was 
convened at 9:30 o'clock in the morning. The 
courtroom was crowded with labor leaders 
and business men anxious to be present when 
the “‘star’’ witness for the state should re- 
veal the hidden secrets of the great strike.

’ Grows Rich on Dupes. : 
Mrs. Post found plenty of people in the 
United States who “were anxious to take 
“ mental treatment "’ by mail, : 
Hundreds. and hundreds of letters wer 
received daily at Seabreeze, so the clerks 
testify, nearly every one containing from 
$5 to $60, asking for treatment of some 
kind. Mrs. Post accepted all the money: 
The patients got letters, nicely written, tell- 
ing them to have faith and that they would 
be well—only have enough faith.

Mrs. Post prospered, in a worldly sense, 
and her bank account grew enormously.

ORDERS NEW TRIAL OF SUIT 
AGAINST THE DRUG COMBINE. 


Judge Archbald Finds Lower Court 
Erred in Reducing Damages When 
Incompetent Evidence Was Given. 


~ 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 1.—On the ground 
that incompetent evidence had been allowed 
to go before the jury, Judge Archbald in the 
United States Court of Appeale today or- 
dered a new trial in the case of C. G. A. 
Loder, a cut rate druggist of this city, who 
secured a verdict of $20,738 against the Na- 
tional Druggist association, the Philadelphia 
Wholesale Druggist association, and the 
Philadelphia Retail Druggiste’. association 
on the allegation that a conspiracy existed 
among the defendants to ruin his business 
in that they refused to sell him goods because 
he cut prices. 

Under the. provisions of the Sherman anti- 
trust law Loder was entitled to triple dam- 
ages and was awarded $62,214. Judge Hol- 
land, before whom the case was tried, re- 
duced the verdict to $10,880, on the ground 
that it would more truly approximate the 
damage. 

Judge Archbald, in his decision, declares 
there was a tripartite understanding among 
the organizations involved to maintain 
prices and otherwise control the trade in vio- 
lation of the law. 

In reviewing the action of the lower court 
he said Mr. Loder had a right to recover and 
that the reducing of the amount of damages 
did not cure the error of admitting incom- 
petent evidence. ‘He said the lower court 
should have ordered a new trial.

The action of the November grand jury, 
following that of its prédecessors, in censur- 
ing sharply the Chicago police administra- 
tion and in urging that both the police and 
fire departments be divorced from politics, is 
resented in a “ dissenting opinion” filed by 
Peter J. O’Brien, one of the inquisitors,, who 
acted as secretary for the investigating body. 
The “majority” and “minority” reports 
were handed to Judge Mack last evening at 
the close of the jury's service, The jury rec- 
ommends 1,000 more policemen, 

The burden of Mr. O Brien's complaint is 
that the jury exceeded its authority in:ven- 
turing to criticise the organization and effi- 
ciency of the department, which he terms the 
“chasing of chimeras while real evile pass 
unnoticed,” 


Novelty in Reports. 

This is the first time in many years:that 
a difference of opinion originating im-.the 
grand jury room has found its way to the 
archives of the court, and Judge Mack re- 
fused to make any comment on the occure 
rence. ~- te 

During ite @elfberations the grand jury 
heard. 456 gases, in 344 of which true bills 


were voted, no bills‘were found in ninety-five, . 


— seventeen were passed to the next grand 
ury. 

The exposures in the trial of George 8. 
McReynolds, a former grain broker, for ai- 
leged fraudulent transuctions, caused, the 
jury to recommend that more stringent laws 
be passed to prevent the emptying of state 
graim warehouses of grain upon receipts for 
which money is obtained; by loane or other- 
wise, from banks. 

Another measure which the inquisitors rec- 
ommend is one which will adequately protect 
‘children from vicious attacks. 


Lack of Police Protection. 3 


That. portion of the report dealing withthe 
city’s lack of police protection Is: 

“ We find no evidence of radical change or 
improvement in the police work when the 
growth and extension of both population 
and area are taken into consideration. About 
700 men have been added in about six years 
and about 300 more are provided fer. In 
that time the population and area have in- 
creased so that the districts assigned to pa- 
trolmen are ridiculously impossible of being 
covered or protected and holdups, robberies, 
and attacks are constant and many of the 
offenders have entirely. escaped. 

‘Philadelphia, NewYork, Boston, and 
Baltimore have from 20 to 50 per cent more 
protection and efficiency, coupled with bet- 
ter discipline and a far less close associa- 
tion with local politics, than exist in Chi- 
cago, wand this jury favors’and recommends 
any local legislation tending to divorce. the 
police and fire departments from politics.

Harrison June 1, 1889. Mr. Grip is a bachelor 
and mingled much in society.

| STIIDE OF OF HISINESS 


DAVID JENNINGS KILIS HIMSELF 
IN MONADNOCK BUILD ING. 


Friends Believe He Was Depressed 
Over Financial Affairs of Street. 
er Journal Bearing Company, of 
Which He Became Temporary Man- 
ager When the Head of the Cont 
cern Filed Under Indictment for 
Luring Young Girl to Rensu ‘Hotel. 


David F. Jennings, formerly genera] man- 
ager of the Hoosac Tunnel fast freight lines 
and at one time assistant general traffic 
manager of the Clover Leaf railroad, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday afternoon by shoot- 
ing himself through the head with a revolver 
in his office on the thirteenth floor of the 
Monadnock building. 

Mr. Jennings was 58 yeaTs of age, and the 
cause for his action is explained in the story 
of the gradual decline of his health and for. 
tunes during the last eix months. Last June, 
when the Hoosac Tunnel company was abol- 
ished. he lost his positton, worth $5,000 or 
$6,000 a year, and since that time he had 
worked on commission for men whom he 
formerly employed. 

He was in no immediate pressing financial 
need, as his brother, C. A. Jennings, is man- 
ager of the transportation department of 
the American Cottonseed Oil company, and 
David Jennings himeelf was well known in 
railroad and financial! circies. 


Streeter Scandal Is Recalled, 

A contributory cause to the condition of 
mind which led him to end his life may be 
found in the relation he bore to Alfred L. 
Streeter, president of the Streeter Journal 
Bearing company, in whose offices Mr. Jen- 
ninge killed himself and whose business he 
was handling. 

Streeter fied from the city at the time that 
Margaret Burkle, the 16 year old girl, was 
found in the raid om the Hotel Reneu. 
Streeter, it was charged. lured her from her 
home and kept her in the hotel. 

When Streeter, who is believed to be in 
New York, left Chicago on the advice of his 
friends he put all his business affairs in Mr. 
Jennings’ charge. 

Mr. Jennings was married and lived with 
his wife and son at 39387 Lake avenue. He 
left no note or word of explanation to his 
wife. When she heard of hie death late in 
the afternoon she fainted and later was put 
under a physician's care. 

It is the unanimous testimony that Mr. 
Jennings was happy in his home life. He 
was living with his second wife, whom he 
married seven years ago. He hadtwogrown 
children by his first wife, from whom he was 
divorced. 

His financial condition was good so far asis 
known. He received an order for 1,500 cars 
from St. Louis last week, which would net 
him $8,000. Royalties on another sale for the 
same amount will be due the first of the year. 


Leaves No Note of Explanation. 

When Mr. Jennings left his house in the 
morning he bade his wife good-by in the 
usual way, saying nothing of his condition 
more than that he did not feel well. In the 
forenoon he met sevéral business friends, 
among them George K. Cragg, a patent law- 
yer in the Monadnock building. 

‘*He looked tired and weary, but he said 
nothing about it,’’ said Mr. Cragg. 

When he found himself alone shortly after 
the funcheon hour he stepped into the wash- 
room, and, standing in front of the mirror, 
pulled the trigger. Before death he evident- 
ly had started to write a note to his brother. 
He began: ‘“ Dear Charlie: I can——” and 
then tore the paper up. There was a note on 
his desk asking that his brother and Mr.

Promptly at 9:30 the men faced each other 
on the mat and it was 11:30 before the third 
fall was scored. The theater was jammed 
with a crowd that was exceedingly demon- 
strative, the majority being lined up with 
x0tch. Considerable money changed hands 
on the result. The strangle hold was barred. 

The first fall was secured in 81:22. Gotch 
started in at- once to use his noted toe hold, 
but soon gave it up, as Beell’s legs Were too 
short to admit of its success. Beell was con- 
stantly in tight places, but always managed 
to wiggle out until borne to the mat by su- 
perior weight. 

Both men were out for blood during the sec- 
ond bout. Beell, who isas wiry as they make 
them, was full of tricks and by his waiting 
game gradually tired his big opponent. Beell 
secured this fall in 89 minutes. 

When the third bout was called it was seen 
Gotch was weakening. It was short and 
sweet. Beell tossed Gotch over the edge of 
the mat, the’ latter striking his head on the 
bare floor with a blow that rendered him un- 
conscious. Gotch was carried out of the ring 
and restoratives applied. When he returned 
he was apparently dazed and Beell quickly 
took the winning falls. 

Gotch says he was not in good physical con- 
dition, having taken too many matches in 
close succession.

with a mighty cheer. Notto be outdone, and 
to show their undying spirit, the army cadets 
paraded the field. The band played” Dixie,’’ 
and the great crowd cheered. It was an in- 
spiring sight to see the two bodies of cadets, 
one yelling joyfully with the crown of victory 
and the other equally hilarious even in defeat. 
Northeroft’s field. goal from placement after 
a free catch on the forty-three yard line start- 
ed the ball for the navy. A-forward pass from 
Norton to Ingram gained a touchdown. 


Many Dignitaries Present. 


The drizzle which began a few minites 
after 1 o'clock continued until a few min- 
utes after the game had started. It was not 
enough, however, to mar the brilllancy of 
the great social football affair, which is 
looked upon by society ag the event par. ex- 
cellence of the season. ms 

Every seat in the great amphitheater was 
filled and there were hundre standing 
around the railing which circles the grid- 
fron.

The social side of the match was as bril-

Roosevelt Family Represented.

Assistant Secretary of War Oliver ocou- 
piled a seat in a box on the army side of the 
field. In the inclosure wih him w 
tives and close friends, and in boxes ranged 
along that side of the gridiron were many 
officers with their families. cheering hard 
for their favorites. Most of the foreign 
diplomats who came to the city to see the 
game occupied boxes on the soldiers’ side as 
guests of the war depart ment officiais. 

Over on the north stand, where the neval 
contingent. cheered its heroes to victory, the 
center box wae occupied by Assistant Seéc- 
retary of the Navy Newberry, and near him 
was Secretary of Commerce and Labor Met- 
calf. The naval contingent that surrounded 
Assistant Secretary Newberry made things 
lively after the navy scored their first four 
points, and it was a.common sight to see 
the gray haired rear admirals enthusiastical-

Bloomington, Iil., Dee. 1.+—[ Special. }]—The 
wiid @uck season practically ended this week 
along the Hiinol® river and other resorts of 
central Illinois. Nimroda are unatimous in 
agreeing that the sport this season was the 
poorest in years. The flight occupied only 
two weeks, and by the time the sportsmen 
were Teady for an expedition the birds had 
gone. 

The mild fall had the result of keeping the 
birds up north much tater than usual. When 
they did start for the south there was an 
absence of the usual delays, the birds mak- 
ing a straight shoot for the feeding grounds 
along the gulf.

secured by hunters. The geese make but few 
stope for feed when once they wing their 
flight from the nortn, and @bout all the sight 
of them sectired by nimrods is their rapid 
wing movement high in the air.

On 
Nov. 5 he trotted the Nashville track in 2:08%, 
taking the honors from California in decisive 
fashion. Just a week later he made a second 
attempt, and this time the mark was 2:07. 


Discuse Stamboul Figures. 

But in the meantime Stamboul had been 
hunting the same game in California, over 
the fast track at Stockton. He had an 
undisputed record of 2:11, but that put him 
only fifth in the list of trotting stallions, a 
position not relished by his owner, and so the 
trials against time were begun. By succes- 
sive stages the horse’s record was said to 
have been lowered at Stockton until one day, 
after Kremlin had been shipped home from 
Nashville, came the news ae a Stamboul had 
trotted a mile in 2:07, thereby depriving the 
Massachusetts horse of his ard won honors. 

But hardly had the news of the achievement 
been flashed across the continent when sin- 
ister talk as to the merits and the honesty 
of the trial was heard. It was asserted that 
on the day of the record breaking mile all the 
watches at the Stockton, track except those 
used by the official timers, had been borrowed 
by the management. Also it was pointed out 
that there had beer a rain at Stockton just 
before the trial, that the track was slow and 
sticky, and that it was an impossibility for 
any horse to have beaten 2:10 over the course 
that day. The rumors would not down. 
Names were mentioned, assertions that the 
real time of the nile was 2:17% instead of 
207% were made openly, and talk of an 
official investigation became persistent. 

Finally the National Trotting association, 
through Ite Pacific coast offigials, took up the 
matter and called for evidence. At sessions 
of the body having the scandal in charge 
there was evidence for and againstthe asser- 
tion that the horse was wrongly timed, but 
at the end—largely in obedience to local senti- 
ment, the anti-Stamboul people claimed— 
there was a verdict whitewashing the horse 
and the management of the Stockton track. 
This, it was supposed, would end the matter. 

Credited with 2:11 Mark. 

But the Stamboul people reckoned without 
their host. The American Trotting Register 
association, whose word is final in matters of 
pedigree and records, decided that another 
investigation was demanded by the facts as 
shown, and it began one. This time there 
was no local pride to be looked out for. A 
searching inquiry was begun. The facts be- 
gan to accumulate. Reports from. the 


‘ weather office showed the amount of rain 


that fell at Stockton the night before the 
trial, and expert evidence as to the condition 
of the track wassecured. It was not an easy 
matter to get at all. the facts, but the Trot- 
ting Register people discovered enough to 
warrant them in rejecting the alleged 2:07% 
mile of Stamboul, and he was ordered cred- 
ited with a mark ‘of 2:11, which is his record 
in the books today, 

The Investigation and the verdict ‘created 
a tremendous sensation among horsemen 
and breeders, and, although the flat had 
not gone forth at the time Stamboul was sent 
to the New York auction; there was trouble 
enough tn the air to cause the auction firm 
having the horse to sell to announce that it 
would not guarantee the record of 2:07% 
claimed for him. That was how matters 
stood when BE. H. Harriman entered the auc- 
tiom ring that winter day. Nobody in the 
crowd knew him. Nobody even had heard 
of him. Nobody forced him, and when, at 
$44,000, a tidy price for a stallion with a dis- 
puted record, even im those days of horse 
booming, the stallion was sold, ahd the name 
of the owner given, everybody wondered 
who Harriman was.

Tididentally I may mention, 
in response to an inquiry, that Francis Viv- 
ian Gooch, the well known English horse- 
man, and who recently officiated as one of 
the judges of the great annual horse show 
at New York, d not- belong either to the 
family of Sir Tho as Gooch nor yet to that 
of Sir Danijel these two families, 
again, being in nowise related to one an- 
other. 

Sir Daniel, who has an American mother, 
a daughter of Joseph R. Croskey of Phila- 
delphia, inherits his baronetcy and his large 
fortune, together with the country seat and 
estate known as Clewer park, near Windsor, 
from his grandfather and namesake, who 
received his title in recognition of the part 
that he played with Cyrus Field in connect- 
ing Europe with America by means of sub- 
marine cables. Old Sir Dariel was likewise 

he chairman and to a great extent the crea- 
or of the Great Western railroad system 
of England. 

Sir Thomas is even still richer, is of much 
more ancient ancestry, and enjoys a baronet- 
ey conferred upon Gen. Sir Willlam Gooch 
in the early part of the eighteenth century 
by King George lI. as a reward for his serv- 
ices as governor of Virginia. In his youth 
Sir Thomas was the object of much bitter 
warfare betweeb his parents, popular atten- 
tion being attracted to tire conflict by the 
fact that his father, the late Sir Alfred 
Gooch, managed to secure the arrest of Lady 


Gooch for contempt of court in retaining - 
the possession of their only son beyond the 


time allotted by the judge under the decree 
of judicial separation. Sir Alfred fatied, 
however; in hits efforts to have his wife 


sentenced to a term of imprisonment for con- | 


tempt. But she was forced by his persecu- 
tion in conriection with the matter to ask 
the court to change the decree of judicial 
separation into one of absolute divorce, 
which -was granted in her favor. The suit 
resulted in the washing of no end of dirty 
linen In public, Sir Alfred displaying a cy 

icism regarding his admissions of infidell 

that startled even the oldest attachés of the 


court.

Sir Alfred himself only succeeded to the 
estates and -to the baronetcy, after the fail- 
ure of the wife of his elder brother, Sir 
Francis Gooch, to folst upon the latter a 
supposititious child. Sir'Francis, as soon as 
he had proved in the courts that the child 
declared by his wife to be his heir was 
neither her offspring nor his own, abandoned 
all further proceedings in the case, not, how- 
ever, -before the trial had created a nine 
cays’ wonder through the length and breadth 
of the united kingdom. If no further steps 
in the way of criminal proceedings were 
taken againat Sarah, Lady Gooch, it was be- 
cause Sir Francis and the authorities be- 
came convinced that she was not altogether 
responsible for her actions, and that her 
brain had bécome unbalanced through grief 

at the loss of her real son when barely a 
year old. 

Sir Thomas Gooch's country liane Ben- 
Acre hall, is one of the finest places in Eng- 
land, and is a domain of considerable area, 
extending for several miles along the sea- 
coast of Suffolk. But most of the revenues 
of Sir Thomas are derived from real estate 
in Birmingham, of which city he ts one of 
the principal grofind landlords, added to 
which he owns more public houses (that is 
to sev, liquor’ saloons) than any one else 
in the united | kingdom, no less than 179 
of them belonging to him in Birmingham 
alone.. Sir Thomas is one of the best four 
in hand whips in England, having inherited 
his taste for horses from his mother, one 
of the best known followers of the Cotswold 
hunt, of which her father,.a member of the 
Cornish house of Williams of Tregullow, was 
master.’ One of her sisters is married in 
this country to A. G. Williams-Foote, for- 
merly of New York, but now serving in the 
Philippines.

To what extent the Almanach de Gotha 
maintains silence with regard to morganat- 
ic marriages on the part of the members 
of the reigning houses of Europe is once 
more demonstrated by its failure to make 
any mention of the existence of the step- 
father of Queen Elizabeth of Roumania, an 
old man, who is now lying at the point of 
death. The mother of the queen, Princess 
Hermann Wied, after losing her first and 
royal husband in 1864, contracted a mor- 
ganatic union with Baron Francis Roggen- 
bach, who had been minister of foreign 
affairs of the grand duchy of Baden and 
chamberlain of the grand duke. For some 
mysterious reason or another this marriage 
was always enveloped with a certain amount 
of secrecy. It was never recorded in the 
Almanach de Gotha. Indeed, people affected 
to ignore it, and to regard the baron as 
the chamberlain instead of the husband of 
the princess. Many, however, were In doubt 
as to whether any bona fide marriage exist- 
ed, or whether anv marriage ceremony had 
been performed, and consequently much 
color was lent to the scandalous stories cir- 
culated throughout the length and breadth 
of Europe to the effect that the intimacy 
between the princess of Wied and the baron, 
that is to say, her chamberlain, was of an 
unlawful and immoral character. ,I may 
add that currency was given to these calum- 
nies by the novel dealing with the court of 
Roumania, entitled “‘ Royal Misery,’; pub- 
lished by Queen Elizabeth’s Alsatian.secre- 
tary. after his summary dismissal by the 
king, and expulsion from Roumania. 

It. is difficult.to understand the object 
atomey the princess and the baron had in 
view in maintaining secrecy as to their mor- 
cage marriage. since the Agron’s political 
career had already been brought to a close, 
owing to his antagonism to Bismarck, be- 
fore he married Princess Wied. But tt gave 
rise to a natural misapprehension, which 
cannot but have been deeply distressing 
to the relatives of the princess. who was 
one of the most sa'ntivy and plous of women, 
devoting al! her energies and her wealth 
to réligious and philanthropic enterprises.

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~ F national bad habits we have many, but of 
them all the fire insurance habit is the. cost- 
liest. For years we have deluded oursely2s 
with the idea that insurance insures. It does 
not. We foot the bills for the actual loss and 
pay peuple most liberally for gambling with 
us and going through the motions of paying us 
back individually a small portion of that loss, 
which payment comes from us collectively orig- 
inally. » And the delusion has -gotten us into 
the exceedingly bad habit, the criminally bad 
habit of building shoddily, ‘because, forsooth, 
we think that however poorly we build we will 
get recouped for the losses that are bound 19 

occur. 
_ We have “enjoyed” what we deemed low rates for years and 
firmly believed that it was foolish to construct buildings any better 
than the lowness of those rates justified. But the,country has been 
swept by fire and rates have jumped up accordingly; poor risks ‘have

' saabbily that she well nigh has been wiped off the face of the earth. 
“Think of it, had San Francisco expended but $10,000,000 more in her 
general building, instead of putting ten times that amount into insur- 


ance, when fire did attack her her salvage would have been at least 
Or, more specifically, if her architects 


had had sense enough to use $600,000 more in the proper protection 


‘ of the big, so-called “ fireproof” buildings, or if they had diverted that 


sum from frivolous ornamentation and expensive. marbles to the real 
safeguarding of those buildings, and had closed up the stairways and 
protected the windows as carefully ‘as they covered their‘steel skeletons 
with: hollow tile fireproofing,.for instance, they would have found when 
the ‘test came that not only would. those skeletons and their fireproof- 
ing be standing as now, but all of the interiors and fittings and con- 
tents of those buildings, something like $9,000,000 or $10,000,000 worth 
of property, would have been safe. More than that, had they in addi- 
tion. to ‘fireproofing the skeletons of the buildings also protected 
them from external attack by constructing their windows properly, an 
expenditure of perhaps $60,000 on all those tall structures, their con- 


tents would have been saved intact! 
That insurance habit has gotten tus into such a mess that our fire 


by his knowledge of text books and his tactful ways and means for 
interesting a student in his work..

From this impossible state of the child, reaction was necessary, 
but, as with all reactionary movements, it has gone too far. Within 
a dozen years we have seen the growing popularity of any sociological 
topie bearing upon the training and development of children—al- 
most as if children were a new element and problem in ‘sociology. 
Legislatures of great states have been moved to prohibit corporal 
punishment in the schools. ‘ Moral suasion,” the antithesis of the 
old home code, is a “ mothers’ convention” topic which seems ex- 
haustless in its possibilities of discussion. And in the meantime 
humanity Is born of humanity year after year as it has been born 
age after age. 

Under the reactionary influences of the times one of the common- 
est expressions of the parent type of today embodies the substance of, 
“Well. we do not believe in harsh measures with our children—they 
will get enough of. it when they get out into the world!” 

They will; indeed! Far more of it than if the parent with a 
rugged, courageous, unconventiona] acceptance of conditions would 
face his duty, and with kinder and yet firmer methods prepare the 
child for the inevitable. 

In all the activities of man in all the fields of his endeavors there 
is not now and never will be a substitute for discipline. This leaven- 
ing discipline of the world’s work in its best sense bears no relation

ing a woman must! be coy; but there is a sort of instinct which resents 
the force of the new element which has entered into her life.

It means the alteration 
of the whole course of her life, the subjection of her will to a stronger, 
the breaking of old ties, the formation of new ones—in short, a thor- 
ough uprooting and transplanting; and the wiser a woman is the more 
she hesitates to take the momentous step, unless, indeed, as often 
happens, she loses her head and, swept away by the tide of emotion,

counts the rest of. the world well lost for its sake.

$95,000,000, which was supposed to console us for the loss of about 
$180,000,000 in smoke and fully that much more for fire departments 
and other alleged “ protectiog.”’ San Francisco offers the latest and 
best illustration, or worst, rather, of how much insurance really docs 
protect. Property to the value of fully $350,000,000 was destroyei; 
the city and country suffered a business loss by the fire in that city 


of nearly a billion dollars; it will take at least $12,000,000 to clean up. 


the city, and undoubtedly $400,000,000 and twenty years’ time to re 
build it. For all of that terrifie loss and cost the citizens, will re 
ceive from the insurance companies $132,000,000, a goodly portion of 
which sum they themselves contributed. 

Can anything be more insane than that fire insurance habit? Life 
insurance has some logic to it. You take a gamble with the com- 
panies that you will live, but it doesn’t particularly affect your mode 


‘of life: it simply is a protection to your family in case something did 


happen to you, but you don’t deliberately expose yourself to all sorts 
of dangers in a foolhardy spirit merely because you are insured. .With 
fire insurance the gamble is illogical. Nine men out of ten take the 
niinimum requirements of the companies as their maximum of con- 
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to the old dumb driven .serfdom of the old school. It is best when 
it is least in evidence. The fact that such a vast army of ‘mankind 
in every walk of life is undisciplined is responsible for most evils -n 


*the world. Discipline in its best sense does not imply the observance of 


written rules. Discipline logically is the result of training and knowl- 
edge, and the tendency of this combination is we ie elimination 
of all rules of conduct written for enforcement. Not only are the 
written rules superfluous but the army of individuals required to force 
the observance of rules might return to the ranks of the individual 
where individualism is raised to its highest standard through individual 
training. 

But the influences of the time are against discipline of the old 
school. and the substitute for the discarded method has not, been isolated 
and defined. Today the employer of men finds his greatest discourage- 
ment in the lack of discipline among them. To the same degree the 
young recruit in the world’s work finds his greatest discouragements in 
the new conditions which he is called upon to face. 

In his home life he has had little of the characteristic discipline 
which rules in the world of work. In the common schools, under the 
widening laws of compulsory education, he has been seduced by the 
widening license which results from prohibited corporal punishment, 
from the inability of the teacher to enforce discipline by expulsion, or 
even to make temporary suspensions carry a lesson in duty. These 
handicaps to the teacher naturally have bred wider tolerations, until 
today one of the sinister signs of the times in the school is a mis- 
named “school spirit,” which is handmaid to anarchy.

With regard to the board of green cloth, of 
which mention has been made above, it is 
one of the most ancient institutions of the 
English court, is composed of the lord stew- 
ard, of the treasurer, and of the controller 
of the household, as well as of several minor 
officials, and derives its name from the green 
cloth on the table at which the officials sit 
on the occasion of their meetings. It has 
charge not only of the accounts and of the 
victualing of the royal household, but like- 
wise of the exercise of a number of legal 
prerogatives and tmmunities pertaining to 
the residences of the sovereign. The board 
of green cloth is, in fact, the council of the 
lord high steward, who tn ancient days bore

CANADIAN URGED AS ENVOY 


Proposal Made in London That Domin- 
ion Statesman Be Named as Ambas- 
sador. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIPUNS.] 
[Copyright: 1906; By the New York Herald. | 
LONDON, Dec. 1.—Political prophets con- 

tinue to homimate candidates for the post of 
British ambassador at Washington. Among 
the latest names mentioned are those of Sir 
Allan Johnstone; present British minister at 
Copenhagen, who married Anfoinette Pin- 
chot of New York when he was ettached to 
the embassy at Washington, and Gerald 
Lowther, brother of the speaker of the house 
of commons. 

Some comment has been aroused by a letter 
in the Morning Post from Richard Jebb, sug- 
gesting that the government should go out- 
side the customary boundaries in quest of a 
successor to Sir Mortimer Durand and estab- 
lish a useful imperial precedent by appointing 
a Canadian to represent the empire at Wash- 
ington. Mr. Jebb adds: 

“ Canadians frequently express the opinion 
that they could settle their disputes with the 
United States satisfactorily to themselves by 
direct negotiation, even though the United 
States has a navy while,Canada depends 
wholly on ours. Therefore, the appointment 
of a Canadian es British ambassador to the 
United States would tend to elucidate a dis- 
puted principle which ts vital to the develop- 
ment of closer imperial union, if not to the 
permanence of the empire in any shape. 

“ Finally, the appointment would raise the 
dominion towerds tife position which all 
Canadians desire her to occupy upon their 
own continent, and would officially recognize 
the conception of coequal nations in the part- 
nership as the ultimate objective of imperial 
statesmanship.”’ 

Sir Fredirick Young gives the suggestion

- Visits Strange Corners of Europe. 


Moreton Cavendish Kliingwell, who makes his home 
in London, where ostensibly he practices law, has 
more money and teisure than he has clients. His 
tastes are literary rather than legal, and he makes a 
fad of collecting folk lore in out of the way corners 
of Europe. This fad necessarily takes him afoot 
into many quéer nooks of the continent, far from the 
beaten paths of ordinary tourist travel. 

Last summer Klingwell was working bis way west- 
ward from the Ural mountains across southern Rus- 
sia, through Roumania and Servia, planning to end 
his Vacation at Belgrade. He had had particularly 
good luck in his summer jaunt, having discovered a 
Cossack lullaby and two Roumamian fairy stories that 
never had appeared in any collection.

the comservatiw British patron. Yet .tact 
and judgment in American concessions te 
British tradition still would leave available 
much of the strenuous business activity 
which have distinguishe@ American mer- 
chants in the United States. 

“At once the American business man is 
etruck by the London merchant's diverging 
point of view in reference to business,”’ said 
Mr. Selfridge. “ For generations the British 
merchant has regarded his business as a 
means to an end. In contradistinction, the 
American nverchant has found hie ends in the 
meang itself. In hig business the Britigh 


merchant finds the meane by which he may - 


live his home life, his social fe, and perhaps 
political life, according to hig taste The 
American merchant find» his life in the game 
of business itself. For mywelfl may say that 
I am one who ‘enjoys the game.’ At the 
same time I am willing to concede that as 
bettween the two types of men the English- 
man is getting more cut of life. There are 
reasons why he should when he cannot look 
upon his business ae his chief end. . 
. » 
Business Is a Hobby. 

“Tn the United States business itself has be- 
come ahobby. The merchant, manufacttrer, 
financier—everybody in the life—locks upon 
business as a hobby. He talks business in 
his home and in his club—everywhere. Heis 
after the material success of business and 
adds and builds to it without end. In Great 
Britain one finds the businese man working 
to the end that his busitress shall aprve the 
ends of sufficient income. Thereafter he sits 
back satisfied. Business has come to that

ing it. 

“ Again, looking for the material reasons 
for the fixed magnitude of the British busi- 
ness house, one finds there a board of di- 
rectors administering the affaires of a large 
concern.

It goes into a compare- 
tively minute detafl in everyday affairs of a 
company until in the executive heade of such 
a house a quick, decisive line of action be- 
comes almost impossible. The board must 
be consulted. The result is cumbersomeness 
in innumerable ways.

* Tradition in all directions exerts an in- 
fluence, too, that hardly is understood in 
America. For example, in closing a London 
stbre one finds house employés pulling down 
the iron shutters of the show windows. Ask 
a London merchant why he does it and he is 
likely to say, ‘ Well, that always has been 
done in London, you know,’ At the game 
time no other mercantile business in the 
world finds so much sales possibility in its 
windows as does the retail business of Lon- 
don.

What Are You Go 


ASSING along the street the other day I 
overheard @ conversation between two 
men. They were talking about a friend 
who was always “ going to do some- 
thing or other.” Apparently he had 

done nothing. And the two men grinned ina 
self-satisfied manner. Perhaps they them- 
selves never almed at doing anything in par- 
ticular and could not therefore be charged 
with having failed. Witness their contented 
giniies. But, after all, is it not better to 
evolve a number of schemes for self-advance- 
ment, even though they come to naught, than 
to evolve no schemes at all? I think so. 
Writers hold up Coleridge @s 4 classical fi- 
lustration of the man who plans achievements 
on a great scale and never gets beyond that. 
No doubt such men lay themselves open to 
criticism, just as many of us do when in the 
new year we determine to do this and thet; 
and at the year’s end weare not much farther 
than at the beginning. 

But of the two evils of no schemes and too 
many, I should prefer to vote for the latter. 
There is hope for the man who is alive to 
chances. He loses something by lack of 
concentration on one thing; and yet he has his 
compensation in knowing that if one scheme 
faile another may succeed. So ask yourself 
the question: What am I going to do? Are you 
drifting? Ate you waiting for opportunity 
instead of seeking to find it? You may have 
ability and character, Dut Unless you have 
a scheme by you it is hardly likely that the 
world Will go out of its Way to call you te

in any measure approaching that of the Chi-

brings business, but advertising costs money 
and the expenditure of this money for this 
purpose naturally calls for an enlargemem uf 
a business. Altogether the Lonéonmerchant 
is inclined to think the ends are not worth the 
effort. 

“In this attitude he if backed by condi- 
tions. With its enormous population widely 
distributed, it is only an Incidental necessity 
which calls for a customer's coming to the 
city’s center for a purchase. He may buy 
the same article just as cheaply ten miles 
from London's heart. This fact, coupled witb 
a British conservatism formed of habit, neces- 
sarily points to such a purchase of a neigh- 
borhood store unless other indluences bring 
the purchaser to Oxford street.

Con- 
centration of business is to be the result of 
the ‘tube’ system, and as in Chicago, this 
concentration is to make for competition.

“Take from downtown State street In 
Chicago the influences of the newspaper ad- 
vertising, the centering lines of traneporta- 
tion, and the tremendous assortments of the 
retail trades, and one may see where the 
business of the city In mercantile lines might 
have scattered.

If 
there were such merchants in the country, 
who coulé be bought by such despicable 
methods—which I doubted—they certainly 
were not worth having. I never have seen 
the man again. He probably wae called in 
by his firm befere hie year was out. 

There are some young boys on the road 
who think they can’t sell a man a bili of 
goods unless they buy him a cigar or a drink.

Cigar Is a-Small Bribe. 

We have a young man in our house, a nice 
fellow, too, and a hard worker, who will 
make a success in his business. We sent him 
out on a trial trip. When he returned his 
expense book showed 75 cents for cigars 
every day of the week. Now, I know there 
are boys on the road who spend more than 
that, If they have a big business the ex- 
pense does not cut much figure. But if a 
new man goes out on the road and it is 
doubtful whether he can make sales enough 
to pay expenses he should try to keep them 
down as low as possible. 

Seventy-five cents a day makes $275 a year 
for cigars alone. Of course, I sometimes, 
after I am through with my customer, invite 
him to have ae cigar, but this is not a neces- 
sity. I would not sell one dollar’s worth of 
goods less if I did not do it. The times are 
past when a merchant had to be bought by 
a cigar or a glass of beer. Some merchants 
consider it an insult if a cigar is offered 
them, and a traveling man muset know his 
man pretty well before he offers him a cigar 
or invites him to take a drink. The btst 
way to make a new customer is to convince 
him that it is to hig interest to buy your 
goods, ané this is not te be done through the 
medium of a foul story, a drink, or a cigar.

- Or will I be numbered among the vast ma- 
jority, the 95 per’cent who fail?” 

These are the questions that the man con- 
sidering such a move should ask himself and 
Proceed to answer without prejudice and 
with such good sensé and judgment as the 
gods have given him. If more people would 
ask themselves these questions and think 
over them earnestly the list of bankruptcies, 
defalcations, dishonest dealings, wrecked 
dives and homes, and suiCides due to “ busi- 
nese troubles *’.would be much diminished. 
The rashness with which men rush into busi- 


j - _, neas at any opportunity, aesuming debts, ob- 


ligations, and duties which they are equipped 
te bear no ‘more than the schoolboy is 
equipped to be a teacher, is probably as great 
a source of unhappiness and suffering in the 
’ ives of the class which is above need and yet 
not independent as any cause one might take 
up. Scarcely a day goes by but in a city of 
industrial importance some ill-steered com- 
mercial bark goes on the rocks of failure 
with a hopeless crash. In the wake of the 
crash there is often a wrecked life, sometimes 


several of them.

Own Boss Needs Many Assets. 

This is not to be taken to mean that the 
writer would counsel the young, ambitious 
man with ideas to stick to his salaried posi- 
tion if a favorable opportunity should pre- 
sent itself. On the contrary, in these col- 
umns, we have aévised such move under cer- 
tain conditions. Faint heart never won suc- 
cées. But as statistics show that there are 
all too many people trying to get into busi- 

- ness for themselves, the one contemplating it 
should be sure that he has the experience, ‘.he 
idea, and the capital at least to save him 
from wreck, if not pull him to success. 

Each of these three qualificetions is as {m- 
portant as the others. Experience is the cor- 
ner stone upon which the structure of a busi- 
ness must be bullt. While no one can come 
fo a new enterprise with all the experience 
necessary to run it smoothly to success, the 
man > beginning In business Is Iike a lamb 
among wolves if he lacks experience. This 
does not mean that he shai merely urder- 
stand his business. It means that he should 
also have plenty of experience in flealing with 

men and with the world in general. Compe- 
' tition to the edge of battle is the condition of 

. the business world today. Probably half of 

: “the greatest successes of the day owe their 
preéminence to an ability to outwit and out- 
fight competitors. Such ability could not 
exist without a wide and useful knowledge of 
men and business life. A man may be able 

: to make a good brand of s.oebiacking, but if 
- he doesn’t know how to | ut it up, advertise 

ox and Fe ee aoe 


with other brands of shoeblacking he has a 
poor chance of winning patronage that will 
_ yiel@ him a living. His shoe polish may be 
better once it is on a patron’s shoe, but this 
will avail nothing if other manufacturers get 
their polish there.

Lack of Cash Causes Failures. 

While experience is the foundation, it is 
quite hdlpless without capital—as helpless 
&S Capital is without experience. Few new 
firms are sufficiently equipped in the matter 
of capital. One of Chicago’s largest manu- 
facturers expresses the average condition of 
beginners in manufacturing as “ holding a 
$2,000 equity in a $20,000 place.” The new 
enterprise under this condition has to carry 
a load that is practically sure to prove too 
heavy. The machinery maker or a mort- 
gagee in six cases out of ten is the true owner 
of the plant, not the man or men whose names 
are on the letterhead. Where in many in- 
stances a start with a paid up equipment 
would ené successfully, the start when made 
with only enough for a partial payment of 
machinery, etc., proves disastrous.’ The 
seller of equipments wants his payments and 
his interest every so 6ften or the mortgagee 
wants “his interest and his fee for extending 
@ loan, and this, of course, in addition to 
the pay roll, the rent, and the other natural 
costs. of operation. 

The extra burden too often breaks the back 
of the firm. Unless the idea upon which the 
business is started is one of phenomenal 
worth and possibilities and so will carry its 
promulgators into instant favor without the 
usual long, tiresome fight against: competi- 
tion, etc., existence for the beginner becomes 
a harried one of hurrying and scurrying to 
get trade, to get in money, to borrow, to 
raise sufficient funds in any old way to keep 
the pay roll going, to meet bills, and to stave 
off the mortgagee. This means usually one 
course: cut prices to get business, no matter 
what the future may hold. This sometimes 
holds the drowning man’s head above water 
a little longer than he would have staid had 
he not followed this course, but at the same 
time it adde a rapidly growing. weight for 
him to carry, with the result that in the end 
he is pulled down deeper. Just as the interest 
on the mortgé-~ was the bane of the farmer's 
life twenty. years ago and less, the note is 
the most serious trouble of the new business 
man. It is all due toalack of capital. There 
can be few existences more troubled and 
worried than that of the business man in 
such crcumstances. The remedy for it 
would seem to be, not to start before one has 
enough capital. But few will heed such ad- 
vice, even if they know just what figures 
“enough capital " stands for in their case. 

- 
Inexperienced Man Has Little Chance 

With a combination of thece three assets, 
capital, experience, and the idea in the proper 
quantities, a man ts properly equipped for an 
entrance into the business world. Without 
themehe is not, and the chances for anything 
but failure are so small that they cannot even 
be called a gambiing chance. Ruin in busi- 
ness is a disaster which few recover from. 
The papers chronicle suicide on account of 
business troubles with no great infrequency. 

- More often they tell the tale of defaication or 
other dishonesty that has been discovered. 
These things are well worth considering long 
and seriously before one yields to the popular 
erase for meat business,

.Stenography seemed to him too mechanical.

He 
perhaps woulé be some day a famous man 
of the profession. Many of the practicing 
architects started out as office boys. But, 
having a little initiative, or friends that 
could wake them up to the realization of an 
opportunity, they climbed the ladder, slowly 
but surely. They swept the offices, they ran 
errands, but when there was a minute to 
spare they would work away at their draw- 
ing boarda. 

A young man who now is drawing a pretty 
comfortable salary in one of the big archi- 
tectural offices downtown started out eight 
years ago, when he was 15 years old, as 
blue print boy. The draftsamen make their 
final drawings om transparencies, from which 
they make as many copies as they require 
by means of a, simple photographic process. 
This young fellow learned the process so that 
he could turn out his work in a few hours.

His friends whom he is as- 
sociating with are making more money than 
he is, and to be a good fellow like most of 
the boys are at the dance hall he must have 
more money than he can earn at the archi- 
tect's office. One of his friends is working m 
the shipping room of @ mail order house, 
where the fellows are earning “ fine ” wages, 
Joseph will get employment in the shipping 
department. 

Joseph Lomalka does not seem to have any 
initiative. He has not seen different phases 
of life, which would loom up before his mind 
in contrast and for comparison. It is only 
when @ man sees various forms of life that 
Giscretion develops and an effort arises to 
get that form which seems best.

Easy to Start Cigar F anand 
Capital of $200 Will Do It. 


NB.of the easiest oe y aman 
to get into is cigar making-—if he is a 
skilled workman at the trade. More 
men graduate from the work bench 
- to the proprietorship of their own 
business in this line than in any other trade. 
The great reason for thie is that it is. so easy 
to begin in it. 
. Most workmen who have worked at their 
trades long enough to be thoroughly skilled 
workmen and know the business of cigar- 
making from the purchasing of the tobacco 
leaf to the @narketing of the finished cigar, 
arein a position to open a shop of their own. 
Hither they have saved enough for this outot 
their wages of they hdve btcome aéquainted 
with wholesalers and jobbers of tobacco and 
cigarmakers’ supplies and have the credit 
necessary for the start. - 

It doesn’t take much to start in this busi- 
ness. A stool anda bench, a board, anda few 
cheap, simple toole comprise the requisite 
equipment of the cigarmaker going itito busi- 
ness for himself. Room enough to set up the 
bench and stool and a few square feet forthe 
keeping of stock suffice for a “ factory site.”

undred dollars in cash will see 

the “ manufacturer ” well on the Way so far 

as leaf, boxes, labels, and the incidentals to 

the making of a cigar. If he hasn’t got the 

$200, it is possible that he can get his stock 

through a friendly jobber without more than 

a nominal firet payment. Im short, if a man 

is a skilled cigarmaker, acquainted with the 

trade and of a good reputation, it. requires 

practically nothing morethan his own wishes 
to set him up in business. 

But, while it is easy to get into the business, 
to achieve any measure of success in it 
quite a different matter. The ease with 
which a cigarmaker, working for $12 or $15 
a week, may be transformed into a manu- 
facturer makes the conditions prevailing in 
this business one under. which many are 
called but few are chosen. The great per- 
centage of men starting in business for them- 
selves in this line have a hard time making 
a living. Many of them give up the fight in 
disgust after & year of unfavorable experi- 
ences, and go back to the bench and the sufe 
and sure pay envelope at the end of each 
week. Others hang om until unpaid pills, 
rent, and other expenses drive them out of 
business. A few establish a trade that vields 
them more than they can hope to earn-at t). sir 
trade; and @ email percentage becoiae rich 
through their a 


Great Majority Fail. 

This, of course, is true of all lines of busi; 
ness in grater or lesser degree; but the great 
number beginning here with little or no capl- 
tal and with: no certain avenue of trade open 
to them makes the total percentage of fail- 
ures, if it is proper to call a man whoexperi- 
ments and loses a failure, higher than in 
most lines of manufactory. To offset this, 
however, is the fact that few, if any, of these 
failures entail any serious consequences, 
Usually they are not blows from which a 
man cannot recover in a few months or a 
year. | 

Two classes of beginners have the best 
chances for success fn the manufacturifig of 
cigars. First is the man whose acquaintance 
among jobbers, retailers, and general han- 
diers of cigars is so extensive and favorable 
that the mere fact that he goes into busi- 
ness opens Up a certain améunt of valuable 
trade to him. This positively is the best 
basis upon which a start can be made. In 
the minor routes of this line a personal repu- 
tation counts for much. Small cigar dealers, 
retailers, or jobbers, saloonkeepers, restau- 
rant keepers, and everybody who buys 
cigars in comparatively small lots Hke to 
deal with a man with whom they personally 
are acquainted. 

“ Faking” in the manufacture of cigars 
is sO prevalent among a certain class of man- 
ufacturers that the retailer who values his 
cigar trade would rather secure his atock 
from a source which he knows to be honest, 
and which he knows wilt not knowingly load

upon hinteny goods that wil hurt his trade, 
than from a large maker unknown to him. 


A jobber usually will push the goods of a | 
friend ahead of a stranger's. These are . 
advantages which superior capital cannot | 


equal. Leaf, tobacco can be turned quickly 
into cigars ata good profit, and with a trade 


waiting for his goods the new manufacturer | 


needs sjmply to deliver them in order to be 


on the highway to prosperity. If he does | 


not “ deliver the goods” and keep his cigars 
up to his reputation his trade will leave him, 
just a little quicker than in most other lines. 

The man who puts the cigar inta his mouth 


is, after all, the man who determines @ mak- - 


er’® prosperity. If the cigar does not please 


him the retailer cannot buy it, and thed @ 
é the maker ceaseg to exist. 


Honesty emphat- 
ically is the best policy here. 

One disadvantage there unquestionably is 
in this personal trade. A certain type of 
friendly customer often is disposed to carry 
his friendship a point too far, and neglect 
the prompt payment of his bills. A large 
amount of such trade has forced many a 
lenient cigarmaker out of business. 

The other man who starts under favorable 
conditions is the man with plenty of capital. 
There is no line In which the exploiting of 
one’s product is so absolutely necessary te 
large success as in this. Advertising makes 
cigars famous, and the famous cigar is the 
big seller, for awhile at least. And advertis- 
ing costs money, a pile of money. 

¥ « 


Meney Needed for Advertising. 

As a consequence, the man without money 
cannot hope to put his‘ brand up among the 
best sellers. He must content himself with 
the comparatively small trade that his ef- 
forte and goods work up. The man with 
capital does not. He can make the name of 
his cigar a byword in the’ mouths of the pub- 
lic, and if he can do this usually he can put 
his cigar there, to. While many clever and 
expensive advertising campaigns heve failed 
to popularize a particular brand of cigar, it 
algo is true that no brand ever has achieved 
a great popularity without a generous 
amount of money being devoted to its pub- 
lefty. 

in advertising a cigar the selection of.a 
name, catchy, impressive, and easily remem- 
dered, is the first consideration. The cheap- 
er the brand the more tmperative a shrewd 
selection of name Is necessary. It is not in- 
frequent for a manufacturer to buy a tame 
and make his cigar to fit it. Thies deew not 


+ mean that hig cigar will be a poor one. On 


the contrary, the better the name, the bet- 
ter the advertising, the better the cigar—for 
it takes a combination of all three of these 
to make a ten strike in the cigtr trade. 

The amount of capital necessary to start 
on such a big scale usually is ott of reach 
of the average beginner. One hundred thou- 
sand dollars for advertising alone is not a 
pre erous amount in launching a new 
bra 
vertising there must be @ big plant, and to 
start In big is a matter of six figures, as i 
ts in most lines of manufacture. 


Openings in Small Towns. 

So it is the emall start that ise practical for 
the beginner to consider, and the ease with 
which he may start so, and the percentage of 
failures has been told. None of the state 
ments made is Hkely to discourage the man 
familiar with the business, aor should do 
so. The chances for moderate success are as 
good as im most branches of endeavor, and 
the fact that a large number fall is due, of 
course, to the extra large number who etart. 

While the city is well crowded so far as 
cigar shops is concerned, there constantly is 
developing a certain amount of new trade, 
which the beginner may or may not secure, 
depending upon his ability ae a cigar pro- 
@ucer and business man. But the smali 
country town offers perhape the best chance 
for the man making @ amal start. The cigar 
and ite maker is ubiquitous. It is a poor 
specimen of a small town that cannot support 
& emiall ciger factory. Most old towns do, 
but there is plenty of room in the new onea

The trouble ig that no one ever has come 
along with sufficient nerve to “ bust" the 
combination. There is a eplendid field for a 
hustier, and the man who would break things 
up would receive a big slice of the city’s busi- 
ness for himeelf. : 

The men who is intending to start into 
business on his own lead in a river town 
neede to be able to buy at least @ barge load 
of coal at a time, and if he can pay cash for 
it so much the better. 

A barge loaded with coal wil) carry about 
14,000 bushels, or 560 tana, reckoning twenty- 
five bushels to the ton. For thie the dealer 
will have to pay about $1,260, which will em- 
brace the cost of the eoal Gelivered at the 
foot of his elevator at his landing. 

* * 


Reloading Into Cars. 

All of the coal must be reloaded into lHttle 
cars, each of which carries about thirty-five 
bushela, and pulled ‘uphill to his yard, where 
it is stored until sold by the wagon or car 
load. The coal passers, who handle the coal 
in loading into the care, get paid by the car 
load, and each of the little carriages when 
filled nets the laborer about 12 cente. He 
makes in this manner from $1.75 to §2 per 
day, but during last summer, when most 
of the dealers were stocking up, they found 
great difficulty in getting adequate help 
from the fact that the demand for labor was 
s0 great. 

It is here, in but one inetance, that the big 
dealer has an advantage over the smaller 
one, for he can afford to invest $5,000 In the 
device known as the coal digger, which wil! 
do in a minute the work of am hour end fll 
one of the little car@ from the barge. This 
machine is built upor a float and is a huge 
derrick, with crane and a closing shovel, 
which, when not in use by the owner, can be 
rented out to other dealers at an average 
rate of $85 per day, netting the owner §15 a 
day clear profit, and if it could be thus hired 
out all of a year paying for itself in that 
time.

Profits and Discounts. 

Then there is the element of slack to be 
considered. The coal that was lump when 
it left Pitteburg will be 10 per cent slack, 
finer grades, when it reaches its destination, 
and this will have to be sold for leas than 
cost, so that the dealer must figure upon 
a price for the remainder that shall bring 
him into the clear. There also is his organ- 
isation, teams, drivers, @tc., which must be 
maintained throughout unproductive pea- 
sons, and all of these elements must be 
counted up in the problem of profit and loss 
for the season. 

It ean be seen that if the dealer realises 
a price of $1,800 for his loaded barge, he will 
not be making an extraordinary profit: 8 
per cent would cover it, even at the most 
favorable estimate. But then there is the 
increase of business, with the added econo- 
mies of handling larger supplies, and it can 
be seen that the big dealer is making good 
money at all times. 

From humbie beginnings the greatest bust- 
ress houses of the country have arisen, and 
the man who ts shoveling coal for John Smith 
teday may by saving his money have a 
greater enterprise of his own. within the 
next ten years. Patience and industry ac- 
complish wonders, even nowedays, tn these 
trust ridden times, and there is a lesson 
of hope in the stories of success for every 
ambitious plodder who will heed it.

EPORTS that come to me from various 
sources show that “5 and 10 cent” 
stores are being opened up somewhere 
in the United States every day. It is 
only a question of time, comparatively 

@ short time, unti} every city of importance 
in this country will have at least one of these 
stores, , : 

While euch @ business ip a hew scheme in 
our commercial life, yet the growth of the In- 
dustry has been so rapid thet it canmot be 
said to be tn ite infancy. 

Nearfy every successful store is a branch 
member of some syndicate. This may be 
necessary to success, for the business is un- 
Mke that of any ofher. It is a broed state- 
ment to make, but’ it le a fact that better 
business systems ere used by many syn- 
dicates in purchasing and marketing goods 
than in any of the best retail or, wholesale 
stores in the world. The defined selling prive 
makes it obligatory that merchandise be 
purchased “right " In order thet it can be 
gold at @ profit, since there is one maximum 
price, “ nothing in this store over 10 cente.”

Business Run by Syndicates. 

Indeed, I believe that the best possible sys- 
tems are used in this business, end I have the 
voluntary statement of a Chicago menwhe 
is manager of one of our 6 and 10 cent stores, 
who declares that the profits realized on the 
investments are enormous, I believe that if 
any 6 and 10 cent store manager in Chicago 
would make public the annua! amount of 
profit his store makes on the investment, that 
hundreds, yes, scores of hundreds, of men 
would plunge into the business, doomed to 
fail perhaps, yet bound to attempt RnR. Thed 
and 10 cent business isa “ game,” and unless 
you are “onto” that game you would better 
keep out of It.

The buy- 
ers for these stores watch the factories and 
buy great quantities of “ seconds "that is, 
chinaware with flaws that keep it out of 
the first class, and yet the flaws are not 
large enough to be detected by the unprac-

Elasticity of SilK Secret. 

** The spider,’’ he informe us, “ is furnished 
with one of the most efficient mechanical im- 
plements known to engineers, namely, a 
strong elastic thread. That the thread is 
strong is well known. Indeed, there are few 
substances that will support a greater strain 
than the silk of the silk worm or the spider, 
careful experiment having shown that for 
equal sizea the strength of theee fibers ex- 
ceeds that of common iron. But notwith- 
standing ite strength, the spider's thread 
alone would be useless as a mechanical power 
if it were not for fts elasticity. The epider 
has no blocks or pulleye, and, therefore, it 
cannot cause the thread to divide up and run 
in different directiona; but the elasticity of 
the thread more than makes up for this and 
renders possible the lifting of an animal much 
heavier than a mouse or @ snake. This is 
worth a little explanation.

* Let us suppose that a child can lift a six 
pound weight one foot high with 350 rubber 
bands, each capable of pulling six pounds 
through one foot when stretched.

In most localities the average monthly wage 
is not more than $3 to $4.

4as been so serious that it is engaging the 
atiention of the government of India. which 
has come to look upon the scarcity of labor 
in Assam and its necessary consequences 
with some degree of alarm. An Investigation 
committee was appointed to discover the 
causes and to provide a remedy. Some have 
ascribed the cause to the penal contract 
sysiem, which authorizes a contract for the 
period of four years and confers on the em- 
pioyer the right of privaté arrest. With the 
prices of food advancing, with employers 
binding men and women tight in a penal con- 
tract, with the power of arrest to enforce the 
eontract, it is small wonder that even the 
ignorant and spiritiess coolie should rebel. 
Some are saving money to go to the “ great 
country,” as.they term the United States.

Money i in Old Shoes. 


HAT becomes of all the old shoes 

is a question quite as puzzling as 

where all the ping go. - Olé shoes, 

however, really have an important 

Place in the trade world and serve 
numerous useful purposes. 

They are cut in small pieces and put to 
soak for a couple of days in chloride of sul- 
phur, which makes the leather hard and 
brittle. 

It is then washed off with tepid water, 
dried and ground to a fine powder, which is 
mixed with an adhesive substance such as 
glue or shellac, or a thick solution of gum. 
The material is then put gnto molds to form 
combs, buttons, and a variety of useful 
things that are supposed to be made of rub- 
ber. 

Old leather is used to make prussic pot- 
ash. It is put into a large iron pot and heat- 
ed with pearlash and old iron hooks. The 
soluble portions are dissolved out, the salt 
thaf*results is added to one of iron and Prus- 
sian blue, used either for dyeing purposes 
or as a pigment, is made. 

By anoth®r process of reducing the leather 
to powder it is converted again into an arti- 
ficial leather which is used in making the 
cheaper grade of shoes.

ForeignClerksAre Linguists; 
Mone? Talks for the vaakee

OST American giris and boys étart- 
ing on a business career feel they 
are well equipped if they have mas- 
tered’ English; bookkeeping, and 
history. But in Europe this ig con- 

sidered an inefficient education. A know!l- 
edge of three languages—the native tongue 
and two others—is considered a necessity, 
as the German boy showed when asked 
why. he was not studying French instead of 
English made answer: “If D learn English 
I cam speak both to the English and the 
Americans.” 

The German lawyer or doctor is an erudite 
in Latin and Greek, but the young merchant 
feels equally the need of French and English. 
He is taught to read and write them in school, 
and spends’ a year or two in France and 
England learning to speak them. He may 
master them with difficulty, often finding the 
English pronunciation no easy task, but he 
will fight until he: has conquered. He is 
willing to pay the price in the beginning. 
He commences to learm the language at an 
early age; 6 is considered none too young. 

One day a boy not yet 6 was compilain- 
ing to his father about the difficulty he 
had in pronouncing many English words. 
The father told him it was better to struggle 
now than when he was older.

Swiss Clerks Learn English. 

Another man, expecting to take his three 
sons in business, sent one to England, one 
to France, and @ third one to Italy to master 
the language. 

In Switzerland the people find a knowl- 
edge of the languages a greater necessity. All 
salespeople must know two languages be- 
sides their own to get a position. It counts 
as much as, their experience. Only a few 
weeks ago a young woman applied for a po- 
sition as head of a department in a retail 
house. She failed to get the position because 
shé did not know English A shopgirl in 
Lucerne said to me: “How I wish I knew 
English—you. know a girl can make $25 a 
month if she.speaks English well. You see, 
if I had a franc I could learn it.” When I 
asked how she said: **‘ For a franc (20 cents) 
I can buy a book that gives French and Eng- 
lish worde and pronunciatiog, and I could 
study myself.” As I brought Torth the book 
her eyes opened wide as saucers and filled 
with tears when she was told that the book 
was for her. She put her band box on the 
floor, opened her book, and began to trans- 
late at once, repeating some words a halt 
dozen times. When the time came for her 
to go she asked: ‘“‘ Would you mind ifI come 
and say these words to see if my pronuncia- 
tion Is right?” 

Had this girl staid in school until she was 
14 or 15 she would have been taught French, 
English, and Italian besides h¢ own lan- 
guage, which is German.

Hotel People Are Linguists. 

The demand for languages in hotel work 
is stronger than in trade. Every clerk in 
Swiss hotels can speak three or four lan- 
guages fluently. He does not consider this a 
mark of culture, but a tool in his trade, The 
same holds true for waiters and chamber- 
maids. As & waiter tolé an American 
girl who was struggling with a menu in bad 
French: “ Miss, it is hard for me to under- 
stand you. - If you order in English I can get 
along better.” 

Swiss chambermaids travel from continent 
to continent to master the languages. They 
are quite surprised to find that American 
women can speak but one language. As one 
Swiss maid told another one day: “ My lady 
has five trunks with her, but she can speak 
only one language.’ 

The English people are not partial to lan- 
guages, though they are often driven to them 
through necessity. Most’ people’ in: trade 
usually speak one other language than 
their own. 

English boys often spend four or five years 
away from home, working tn different coun- 
tries, to master the languages. A lift man 
had been working in @ Swiss hotel all sum- 
. mer, Ble expected to spend all. his earnings 
learning French in a boys’ pension in some 
small village up in the mountains. 


His. friend, an English waiter, had mas- . 


tered French an@ German so well that a 
German took him for his countryman. — 

It is fortunate for the Yankee that all the 
world speaks English or his busy world 
would come to a standstill. He has the au- 
dacity to travel with one language and 
plenty of money in his pockets. With his 
American eagles he can buy everything, éven 
an interpreter. But he goés into foreign 
countries to do business no better equipped, 
resolved that people who wish to do busi- 
ness with him must speak his English. 

As an American jeweler said to a Swiss 
watchmaker, “‘I like you watches and shall 
do business with you if you can talk English.

An American railroad man had some busi- 
nese with a Swiss engineer.

scales unconsciously out of. balance in a coalyard. 

But hundreds'of these householders have not the 
slightest knowledge of the privilegé that may be at 
their doors,.for the reason that they are not “up” on 
the ordinance of the city which requires any dealer in 
proximity to a public weighmaster and scales -to re- 
weigh a load of coal when the purchaser demands it 
and is willing to’ pay the 10 cent fee for the service. 

As there are only thirty-six public weighmasters ‘in 
all Chicago, however, with five of these weighmasters 
and scales inside the yards of dne coal company, the 
private citizen who may be paying for 13,000" pounds 
of hard oda] at $7.75 a ton, with this one wagon load 
3,460 pounds short of the ticket, naturally isn’t likely 
to appreciate just where he could get off $11.70 ahead 
for a fee of 10 cents. 


*  * 
One Load 3,460. Pounds Short. 


In the records. of the department of -weights and 
measures the worst record in the Chicago coal business 
to date is the company which made out a driver's ticket 
for 13,000 pounds of har coal on one wagon and had 
the vehicle under way to a private coal bin with only 
9,540 pounds aboard the craft. But this same Chicago 
and Wellston Coal company on the same day approached 
this maximum when another wagon with a 12,280 
driver's ticket was 1,825 pounds short of the figure. 
Fourteen days later one of these company wagons, 
halted by an inspector and driven to a scales, was short 
only 520 pounds. But:im each case the fine was $50, re- 
quiring the profit on a good deal of coal to Square the 
company in its involuntary $150 contribution to the 
school fund. 

Since those occasions, however, the cost of détected 
short weights on a coal wagon are coming a good deal 
higher, Fifty dollars for such offense was the maximum 
last August; today it may be $200—and, the courts are 
in a mood to consider a maximum penalty with Slight 
consideration. : 

When the Chicago city council enacted the ordinance 
requiring a city weigher’s attest to the weight of a load 
of coal it didn’t have full regard for the Wifficulties in 
the way of a man’s qualifying as a city weighmaster. 
In the first place the weigher must have a site for. his 
scales, and when he has secured that ‘he must pay $200 


to $350 forthe 
scales itself. 

Having the site 
and fitting up the 
scales, he must 
give bond of $1,000 for the proper performance*of his 
duties as a public official, tending strictly to his busi- 
ness. When these have been complied with he may get 
a. license for $10 a year, after which he must. charge 
but 10 cents a load for whatever class of matter comes 
te him for determination of full weight. When the 
weight of the loaded wagon is taken, the empty wagon 
in the same condition must be weighed, the smaller 
weight subtracted from the larger group of figures, and 
the ticket given to the driver must be entered in dupli- 
cate upon the ‘wweigher’s records. Which fis a good deal 
of trouble for 10 cent8 When the scales afte, the scales, 
the $1,000 bond, and the $10 annual license must be put 
up preparatory for the first fee of one dime, two nickels, 
or 10 copper cents. 

In view of the fact that public scales were not 
erected in numbers to anticipate the demand contem- 
plated in the ordinance, the department of weights and 
measures was up a tree. With only thirty-six public 
scales in ‘cago and some of these miles from the 
coalyard which might be in question, the department 
found it necessary, temporarily, to make concessions in 
the text of the law. 

Previous to the passage of the ordinance it had been 
the custom of the coal dealer to accept an order for one, 
ten, or twenty tons of coal, load it into one, two, or 
more, or fewer wagons and send the driver in the di- 
rection of the purchaser's bins. When the driver quit 
coming any-more the customer supposed that he had 
got all he had paid for and so closed the basement 
window.

Driver Must Have Tickets Showing W eight. 


Today if the coalyard is so far removed from a 
seales conducted by a public weigher as to be out of 
the zone of possibility, the coal dealer at least must 
provide his drivers with tickets showing the weight of 
coal and wagon and the net subtraction and in deliver- 
ing the coal the driver must take the signature of some 
person qualified to sign for the delivery. Thus when 
some inspector from the weights and measures bureau 
chances to stop @ driver he must produce his weight

invention of the telephone @t sé¢eiis mereu- 
ly was an incident to Prof, Bell’s life. It 
grew out of his analytical study of the 
auditory faculties. 

Prof. Bell has made @ feport to the government 
which has been published in a volume of 300 large 
octavo pages, devoted entirely to the question of deat-. 
ness. It is said to be the most exhaustive and scien- 
tific presentation of the subject ever published and wil) 
prove of inealculable value to those who seek to ameli- 
orate the conditions of the deaf. 

That deafness amd the study of the deaf was the 
prime factor in Bell's evolving the telephone, however, 
is something in explanation of Prof. Beill’e authority 
on this subject and of his selection by the United States 
government for the compilation of this report. And 
in his investigations of censue figures and the further 
department inquiries made of the mation’s deaf resi- 
dents, it is interesting to fiote that 845 persons in a 
million are unable to hear through the telephone, a 
total for the United States of 89,287. 

How much Prof. Bell and his. ancestors have done 
toward making hearing possible to these thousands of 
afflicted ones is an interesting small’ chapter leading 
up to the telephone. Some one has said “It might 
be affirmed that the telephone is the product of three 
generations of effort in one family to extend and perfect 
the domain of human speech.”

Followed in the Steps of Father and Grandfather. 


Prof. Bell’s grandfather, Alexander Bell, began with 
an invention for removing impediments in spééch early 
in the nineteenth century. His life Was spent in the 
effort to make the deaf héar or to provide them with 
some equivalent for the faculty. 

Prof. Beils father, born in Edinburgh in 1819, took 
up the work of the elder Bell and pureuvued it even 
longer, with the cumulative force of the elder Bell's 
This Alexander Melville Bell, fa- 
ther of Prof. Beli, became a lecturer on the principles 
of speech and elocution, associated with the University 
of Edinburgh, the University of London, and with 
Queen’s college at Kingston, Canada. He made great 
improvements wpon the work of the elder Bell and in- 
vented a method enabling deaf miutes to speak. This 
was the “visible speech,” still in use in connection 
with séhools for the deaf. 

It was reserved for Alexander Grahem Bell to make 
the one greatest etep in the field of speech in the in- 
vention of the telephone—an accomplishment which he 
has maintained was no stroke of genitis, but the logital 
result of hereditary influences acting upon the re- 
searches of a father and grandfather. Out of the bent 
and the labors of his forbears it was natural that the 
construction of the human ear should be an open book 
to hig invéntor of the telephone. And it was the con- 
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DEGREE OF DEAFNESS, AND ABILITY TO SPEAK 


In the case of the deaf 52.5 per cent are males and 
47.5 per cent are females. It thus appears that the pro- 
portion of males among the deaf is somewhat im excess 
of the proportion in the population at large, so that 
there may be éomé truth after all in the hypothesis that 
malés afe mote eXposed to accidents of life than fe- 
males, Of More #lsceptible to the diseases that produce 
deaffiess. It is to be noticed, however, that the pte 
domifiafice of malés is not confined to those who lost 
hearing from aecident or disease, but extends to the 
congenitally dédf. Of the deaf from birth, 53 per cent 
are males ahd only 47 per cent females. 

Deafness as it exists in this country is more 
frequent in the New England states than anywhere 
elee, where the 200 average cases of deafness to the 
1,000,000 of population stand 1,578 to 2,104 to the 
million. As a defect it is less frequently met in Mon-+ 
tdfa, Wyoming, and Arizona, where there are only 
526 cases and under. Next to the New Bingland States 
those states bordering upon the great lakes are most 
affected, with Indiana suffering beyond any other state

Out of a total of 60,267 persons returned as deaf, 
46,915 were males afd 423,872 were feffiales; the ma- 
jority of the deaf are males. This fact has often 
been Gommented upon; for it is a matter of common 
observation that in schools for the deaf, Male pupils are 
nearly always# in the majority. The question, therefore, 
has often been discussed: “ Why is it theré &fre more 
deaf males than females?’ Various hypotheses have 
peén adduced, euch as that males are more exposed 
to the accidents and diseases of tfe than females, etc. 
It may be well, however, to be Gaititious about general- 
izations of this kind without sufficient evidence, for the 
queston proposed bears a remarkable likeness to the 
old catch question that has pugzled so many school boys: 
“Why d6 white sheep eat mofe than black sheep?’ to 
which the ahswer| was, “Thefe are more of them.” 
There aré more es in the population at large than 
females, 60 that th is really nothing surprising about 
the fact that thé Majority of the deaf should be males. 
Of the total poptilation, 51.1 per cent are males and 
48.9 per dent, females,

Deafness affecting the infant through heredity or 
because of disease most frequently is a double misfor- 
tune im that most of the dear amisted eo in early 
life never slearn to speak. The person becoming deaf 
after 20 years of age seldom is mute because of the 
misfortune. On the other hand, the child of 3 or 7 
years 61d who has learned to speak forgets quickly 
how to articulate.

New  York.—[sSpecial Correspondence. }- 
Richard Walton Tully wrote * Juanita,” and 
vhen it was presented by a Los Angeles stock 
company, plainly and cheaply. all that made 
the audiences think it amounted to much was 
its local theme, Its story was that when the 
states took California from Mexico, families 
who had lived on the land for génerations. 
but failed to acquire legal titles, were ousted 
by invaders; that the Spanish-American 
daughter of such a familly, betrothed to a 
Spaniard, but loving an American, Was 
caught and ground between her resentment 
and her passion; that the American, although 
seemingly inimical to her family’s rights. 
really was devoted to protecting them, and 
that in the end all turned out well for the 
sweethearts and the landowners. 

One year later “ The Rose of the Rancho ' 
is produced here in New York as a play “ by 
David Belasco and Richard Walton Tully.” 
and that is no lie, for in the meantime Belaaco 
has handled “ Juanita '’ over and over, and I 
don’t doubt that there is as much of him as 
there is of Tully im the text. I am not sure 
that their combined writing hasn't made a 
play which, if dependent on its matter and 
deprived of ite manner, would be effectual. 
But as it is, with everything Belascan that 
can be done to render it sentimental and I'- 
lusory, it makes an appeal which few will try 
to resist. 

Belasco is more then an adept at stage 
tricks; he is a dramatic impressionist. I 
know his processes, and cay be sure that, in 
making Tully’s play sensuous with a lull of 
Spanish laziness, opposed by an’ American 
bustle of disturbance, he has been originative 
and creative. Moreover, he felt while at work 
as if the place was actual, the people in it 
were alive, and he was among them. This 
David Belasco Sardouw.Irving Barnum & 
an odd composite, a money getting commer- 
ciaHst and a money wasting visionary, as a 
manager wide awake and scheming, and as a 
dramatist fast asleep and dreaming, at once 
the most practical of showmen and the most 
idealistic of artists. 

An increase of passenger traffic on the 
railways to southern California may be a by- 
product of “The Rose of the Rancho.” 
Tourists, after seeing the mission garden in 
the play, may go to seek it where the program 
says it is. They will find the adobe walis 
crumbled, with ‘ho tropical flowers brighten- 
ing their dun, and no such gayly clothed peo- 
ple within them as Belasco assembles at @ 
féte. And it is two-thirds of a century since 
any Mexican family spent a night on the roof 
of a* California ranche house, besieged by 
Yankee invaders bent on getting possession, 
while hope becomes forlorn in waiting from 
lantern light to daybreak for defenders to 
come.

Rancho Roee’s vigil ie as atmospieric as 
Belasco made Cho-Cho San’s watch for her 
faithless husband in ‘‘Madam Butterfly,” 
and has some of Kate Kennion's terror of sus- 
pense in the stockade tragedy of “ The Girl 
1 Left Behind Me.’ The overheard but in- 
visible enemies are not Indians in quest of the 
girl's self, but merely rapacious land grab- 
bers; and her lover doesn’t bring cavalry to 
rescue her from ferocious savages, but only 
«a document to save her land from sooners;: 
yet, like the other hero, his night ride serves 
to refute a charge of perfidy, and tomake him 
mighty popular with the girl and the audience. 
Belasco never has illustrated a story with 
dreamier loveliness than this one of lethargy 
awaked by passion. If it were a book, you 
might prebably skip or skim portions of the 
narrative to give more attention to the pic- 
tures; but a8 it isa drama, with people whe 
move in the painted scenes, and recite the 
tale you can’t help admiring Belasco’s new- 
est theatrical show altogether. 

The first audience at “ The Rose of the 
Rancho.’ besides seeing a stage wizard 
change an empty play into one full.of beau- 
tles, also saw him almost—not quife—trans- 
turm a soubrette into an emotional actress. 
The sudden divoree in aft of Mra. Carter 
and Belasco had compelled him to put aside 
for awhile the drama that was ready for her. 
The guessérs picked out Virginia Harned 
and Bertha Galland to be Mrs. Carter's suc- 
cessor, but in the meanwhile he took up 
Tully's piece, and chose Frances Starr to act 
its heroine. Frances is a. girl yet, although 
she has had years of practice as the cute an’ 
eunnin’ member of stock companies from 
New York to San Francisco. She is pretty, 
charming, and clever as the ranche heiréss, 
who speaks English with a quaint Spanish 
accent. and mixes as oddly the coquetry of 
a Spentard with the simplicity of a Yankee.
